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20th Mt. Wilson race may be most exciting ever

When the Mt. Wilson Trail Race bursts onto 
the Sierra Madre scene Saturday morning. May 24, 
be prepared for one of the most exciting races ever. 

What prompts this high expectation? The list 
for first place possibilities is so long and impressive. 

The present record for the race was set in 1981 
by Steve Chase with a winning time of 59:43:5. 

Matt Ebiner, for example, who is scheduled 
to run, is planning to make a real onslaught to 
break the Chase record and is considered a good bet 
to do so. Ebiner is a very strong hill runner and 
has the reputation of one of the top mountain run¬ 
ners in the west. He has already surpassed some 
of the records set by Chase and is the current 
course holder for the Mt. Baldy race as well as the 
Eaton Canyon Uphill Downhill Race. 

Another man to watch is Francisco Garcia. 
Last year Garcia was the first runner to cross the 
finish line in our race here. However, he ran without 
pre-registering for the race, so his win was not 
counted. This race is limited to the first 250 
entrants and pre-registration is an absolute must. 
This year Garcia has registered and is going for a 
legitimate win. 

Last year’s official winner was Roger Caswell 
with a time of 1:03:57.6. He crossed the line just 
a shave behind Garcia. Caswell is signed in for this 


year and wants a true win. Also in the race this 
year is Alan Reynolds who took last year’s second 
spot with his time of 1:04:00.1. 

Another important name in this lineup of run¬ 
ners to capture your interest for the big win is 
Michael Shermcr. He gained fame last year as a 
cyclist who placed third in the 1985 bicycle race 
across America. Presently, he is an unknown entity 
in running, but as a top athlete, his ability may 
carry him through this contest. 

Some veteran Sierra Madre runners can be con¬ 
sidered close to the top as contenders, too. Bruce 
Hartley ran a tremendous 1985 race, coming in third 
overall and first in the special Sierra Madre catagtv 
ry, registering a time of 1:04:35.3. Ralph West 
will also be in the race and he proved his re¬ 
putation last year as an excellent runner with his 
time of 1:10:10.5. All the above men are in the 20 - 
29 age category. Other Sierra Madreans to keep your 
eye on are Michael Tomlinson, Myran Watts and 
Eric Smith who made impressive times last year 
in their age group of 15-19. 

Of interest, too, will be Art Soderbloom run¬ 
ning in the 50 plus category. Soderbloom doesn’t 
consider himself a real contender but he recently 
had the exciting experience of running in the Boston 
Marathon and placed third in his age group, an 
impressive showing among so many runners. 

Last year Becky Thomas placed first here over¬

all for women. She also set the women’s record 
with her time of 1:13:05.5 and broke her own pre¬ 
vious time record. Thomas is set to run again this 
year. The race is open to both men and women 
t running in age categories from age 10 and up. 

Starting gun time is 7:30 a.m. and immediate 
past-Mayor, Charles Corp, has been asked to fire 
the gun. Corp, who is very active athletically, has 


run in this race in the past and is a great supporter 
of the event.

Dorcas Hardy signs on as

Dorcas Hardy, former Sierra Madrean, is the 
first woman and the first Sierra Madrean to be 
appointed as commissioner of the Social Security 
Administration. Finalization of the appointment is 
expected within the next two weeks and she plans 
to take over the job in mid-June. 

Hardy, who was appointed assistant secretary 
for human development services in the Health and 
Human Services Department five years ago by Pres. 
Ronald Reagan, will hold her new office until 
Reagan is no longer president. 

Confirmation hearing May 15 cleared her of 
charges that she passed out millions of dollars in 


discretional federal grants in her present job. The 
General Accounting Office completed a report 
that found “nothing improper about that particular 
issue,” according to Enid Borden, Hardy’s assist¬ 
ant. 

Hardy’s message to Sierra Madreans follows: 
“1 am looking forward to this new position. I’m 
honored that the President saw fit to choose me for 
this position. 1 intend to serve my constituents 
well.” 

Hardy’s office will be located in Baltimore, Md. 
and her salary is $72,300. She has the respon¬ 
sibility of over 70,000 employees.

In an early morning briefing recently. Sierra 
Madre United Global Airlines (SMUG) got off the 
ground. According to founder and interim pres¬ 
ident, Bill Thompson of Sierra Madre, the airline 
is now operating with an executive board since re¬ 
ceiving its fictitious name authorization. 

The first meeting for charter members is plan¬ 
ned for June 7 at Memorial Park where the first 
annual SMUG air races will be held. Anyone wish¬ 
ing more information about joining SMUG should 
call 355-4679, 355-2557, 355-3324 or 355-8959 and 
leave a message. 

The group intends to open an international air 
field in Sierra Madre, hopefully in Chantry Flats, 
as soon as adequate funding is available. They are 
applying for a federal grant for the operation. 

SMUG members have designated the DC3 air¬ 
plane as their flagship because of its venerable re¬ 
putation. Thompson says, “We hope to purchase a 
DC3 as our first airplane in the fleet and that 
shouldn’t take more than 15 to 20 years.” 


Among the purposes of the organization are: 
to elevate Sierra Madre to the status of “the air 
capital of the world”; establish an international 
airport within easy walking distance of Kersting 
Court; promote flight safety and maintain Sierra 
Madre United Global as the safest airline in the 
world; serve as a catalyst for social interaction, 
community involvement and increasing internation¬ 
al understanding and goodwill. 

Charter membership at $40 includes a SMUG 
Air shirt, auto license frame, membership cards, 
stock certificate and name tag.

“In April, 1986, motor vehicle occu¬ 
pant daatha dropped 20% compared to 
April, 1986,” Smith aaya. 

Tha overall death figuraa for tha two 
yaara ahow 1479 paraona died In traffic 
accidanta during tha llrat four montha of 
1986, compared to 1341 for tha aama per¬ 
iod In 1986, a decline of 935. But motor 
vehicle occupant daatha, clearly affected 
by aaat bait uaaga, dropped 11%, from 983 
in 1985 to 876 in 1986. 

Smith continuaa, “Tha CHP haa bean 
vary cautloua about attributing tha da- 
craaaa In highway fatalltlaa to aaat belt 
uaaga alone bacauaa there are ao many 
varlablaa that affect accident rataa from 
year to year . . . Wa think Callfomla'a 
aaat bait law la living up to Ita promlaa.” 

In March and April of 1988, their firat 
two montha of full aaat belt enforcement, 
tha CHP iaaued 20,339 citatlona for failure 
to buckle up. 

Sierra Madra Police Chlaf Batta aaya, 
“We are now citing people for unlawful 
U-turna made acroaa the line Into angle 
parking atalla.

Seat belts are 
very effective 

One potential measure of seat belt 
effectiveness is a comparison of fatalities 
occurring this year vs. the same period last 
year. The numbers below are provisional, 
meaning that figures will change slightly 
when later adjustments are made for pre¬ 
viously unreported deaths, deaths de¬ 
clared to be non-traffic (heart attacks in 
vehicles), etc. The 1985 figures listed also 
are provisional to provide comparability. 

Figures for the first three months of 
1986 are presented below, divided by 
category to provide a more definitive pic¬ 
ture:

As a group, pedestrian, bicycle and 
motorcycle deaths are down 1.7% In 1986, 
while vehicle occupant deaths are down 

7.6%. 

The overall death figures (or the two 
years show 1073 during the first three 
months of 1985, vs. 1013 for January, 
February, and March, 1986, a 5.6% de¬ 
cline. 

In March, 1986, the first month of full 
enforcement of the mandatory seat belt 
law, the CHP issued 9937 citations. 
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One of America’s most 
sure-fire laugh provokers 
is "A Funny Thing Hap¬ 
pened on the Way to the 
Forum,” tuneful music 
and witty lyrics by Ste¬ 
phen Sondheim. That its 
plot (?) is derived from 
plays by a 20(X)-year-old 
playwright only goes to 
prove the classical roots 
of red-nosed clowning. 

Even the set is classic. 
One the left — the bro¬ 
thel, center and right — 
the respectable houses, 
and director Jude Lucas 
has kept the actors on 
a constant run around 
and through them. 

At Monrovia’s Music 
Hall, the ingenious, free- 
dom-seeking slave, 
"Pseudolus,” is played 
by the uninhibited Chuck 
Hand and his love-be¬ 
sotted master. Hero, is 
the versatile Larry Watts, 
whose facial expressions 
must be seen to be be¬ 
lieved. Julie Homes 
makes a pretty and de¬ 
lightfully dumb Philia 
and Greg Griffen has 
great style as the put- 
upon Hysterium.
